Authorities probe 
courtroom tragedy; 
judge, inmates killed 


SAN R A F A E L 
(U P I>— A judge, 
two San Quentin inmates and their 
accom plice 
died 
Friday 
in 
a 
desperate escape attem pt in which 
five 
persons 
were 
kidnaped 
at 
gunpoint from a courtroom. 
Judge Harold J . Haley, 65, and 
three of his kidnapers— Negroes 
who 
b o a ste d 
" w e 
a r e 
the 
revolutionaries’—were 
shot 
to 
death inside a rented yellow van as 
it was hit by a barrage of police 
gunfire. 
Two 
of 
the 
other 
hostages—a 
prosecutor 
and 
a 
woman 
juror 
—were wounded, as was the fourth 
kidnaper. Two other kidnaped jurors 
escaped injury. 
The 
exact 
sequence 
of events 
which turned the convicts’ carefully 
planned 20-minute bid for freedom 
into carnage outside the pink-and- 
white Marin County Civic Center de­ 
signed by Frank Lloyd Wright still 
was being pieced together today. 
Inspector 
Ronald 
Retana 
said 
police 
“ have 
not 
been 
able 
to 
ascertain who fired I irst'' and one of 
the wounded hostages— Assistant 
D i s t r i c t 
A t t o r n e y 
G a r y 
Thom as—said he, and not police 
firing from outside, shot three of the 
kidnapers. 


“ I got three of them and I hope 1 
killed 
them ,” 
Thomas, 
32, 
told 
D istrict Attorney Bruce B. Bales as 
he waited for an am bulance to take 
him to a hospital for surgery on 
bullet wounds in the chest and spine.

Haley's court for assaulting a prison 
guard.

Calit., who freed them at 
gunpoint. 
The wounded were Thomas, Mrs. 
Maria Elena G raham , 48. of San 
Rafael, one of the three kidnaped 


woman jurors, who was shot in the 
right arm ; and Ruehell Magee, 31, 
the 
fourth 
kidnaper,

seriously wounded 
The other 
two hostage jurors. 
Doris Wittmer, 48. Mill Valley, and

Haley's courtroom while Magee was 
on the stand testifying and their 
young accom plice walked in.

Cholera epidemic 
forbids travel

Soviet 
government today forbade travel to 
the popular Black Sea beach resorts 
at the height ol the vacation season 
m the struggle to halt the spread of 
cholera Diplomatic sources said at 
least 
two 
m ajor 
cities 
were 
quarantined 
Airline 
offices 
turned 
away 
everyone 
trying 
to 
book 
reser­ 
vations to such renowned BlackSea 
resorts as Odessa. Yalta. Sochi and 
Sukhumi 
Diplomatic sources said 
at least two cities including Odessa 
on the Black Sea and Astrakhan on 
the Caspian Sea were under qua­ 
rantine. 
The sources said Cholera entered 
the Soviet Union at Batumi on the 
Black Sea. probably from a ship 
sailing from a Middle E ast port and 
spread to Odessa and to Astrakhan 
The travel ban to the resort cities 
cam e at the worst possible time 
econom ically for the sunny Black 
Sea. Millions ot Soviet citizens and 
foreigners alike flock to the beaches 
every sum m er 
It was also the worst time to try to 
control disease since the heavy flow 
of vacationers in and out threatened 
to broadcast cholera all over the 
Soviet Union 
Cholera 
is 
caused 
by 
bacteria 
which I irst 
infects the intestines 
then spreads throughout the body, 
causing death 
in most untreated 
cases. In the 19th century, cholera 
ep id em ics 
killed 
m illions 
but 
modern medicine can cure nearly 
all cases of cholera if they are 
treated in time 
There is every hope that cases of 
cholera will be liquidated in the near 
fu tu re,” 
said 
Deputy 
Health 
Minister LA 
Burnyazan Friday in 
an interview with the government 
newspaper 
Izvestia. 
He gave 
no 
indication how widespread was the 
outbreak. 
Soviet 
health 
officials 
issued 
warnings to citizens to seek medical 
aid at the slightest symptoms of 
illness.

Communists engaged government 
troops 
at 
close 
quarters,

bayonets and hand grenades, after

of two kidnaped Am ericans and a 
Brazilian diplomat is in his hands 
The deadline set by the kidnapers 
for com pliance with their demands 
passed early today. 
A police spokesman said officials 
tended 
to 
discount 
the 
jailed 
terrorist s claim since they believe 
the decision on whether to murder 
the victim s will be handed dow n bv a 
terrorist 
political command ” 
He said the statem ent was made 
by Raul Sendic. 44, a top organizer 
of 
the 
Tupamaros. 
Sendic 
was 
captured 
Friday 
with 
two 
chief 
aides after a gunf lght with police. 
One policeman and one suspected 
terrorist were wounded in the fight 
with Sendic, who was quoted as 
saying the kidnapers did not intend 
to kill their victim s. Sendic is one of

wanted 
terrorists and an originator of urban 
guerrilla warfare.

silent along Suez; 
Thant hails peace step

Guns fell silent along the Suez 
( anal for the first time in 17 months 
today, the first day of a cease-fire 
that 
United 
Nations 
Secretary 
General 
Thant 
hailed 
as a step 
toward Middle E ast peace. 
Israel said Arab guerrillas broke 
the calm twice, however, in the 
opening hours of the 90-day truce. 
An 
Israeli 
m ilitary 
spokesman 
said Arab guerrillas sabotaged a 
section of railroad line in the Gaza 
Strip early today and also fired 
several rockets into 
Israel from 
Jordan. 
Israel has warned it may retaliate 
il any of its Arab neighbors break 
the cease-fire, but there was no 
report of any Israeli response to the 
two incidents today. They were the 
first reported breaks in the truce on 
any Middle E ast front. 
Palestinian guerrilla groups have 
vowed not to observe the cease-fire. 
The Israeli spokesman said a 400- 
yard 
section 
of 
railroad 
was 
sabotaged 
near 
the 
Gaza 
Strip 
village 
ol 
Khan 
Yunis. 
Several 
rockets arched in from Jordan a few 
hours later near the Biblical city of 
Sodom. 
The 
rockets 
caused 
no 
damage and Israeli forces in the 
area did not return the fire, the 
spokesman said. 


The truce cleared the way for the 
second phase of the proposal offered 
by Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers June 19. Rogers suggested 
indirect talks between Israel. Egypt 
and Jordan overseen by Gunnar V. 
Jarrin g, the U N. Middle E a st peace 
mediator. 
At the United Nations, Thant said, 
“ this 
m arks, 
in 
my 
view, 
an 
important 
step 
forward 
in 
the 
search for peace in the Middle East 
It is a beginning, a welcome first 
step ” 
Israeli P rem ier Golda Meir went 
on radio and television to pledge her 
country would maintain the truce 
"m eticulously in all their provisions 
on the basis of reciprocity. " 
She cautioned her people against 
over-optimism. 
With all our profound desire that 
the cease-fire—and not only on this 
front alone 
should be the first step 
toward peace, we must rem em ber 
that our road to peace is a long and 
hard one.” Mrs Meir said

This move has apparently 
solved a problem that has 


afflicted 
many 
churches. 
Stated simply, it is that 
traditional services are not 
bringing in the youth and 
some adults for whom the 
old ways have lost meaning. 
Yet “ innovative worship,” 
with 
modern 
music 
and 
liturgical experimentation, 
has alienated many of the 
older 
m em bers.

he declared, “ in 
spite of the fact that peace 
has never seemed so elusive 
— especially today. But the

within a man, no m atter 
wha t 
his 
s u rro u n d in g s 
might be.” 
Study of

points out the pastor, the 
fact that “ a m an with his 
eyes fixed on Christ can talk 
with God at any time, in any 
place. He has no need to 
fear. We have a God who 
has walked this path before 
us and walks it with us now,

The m inister says he finds 
it difficult to understand 
how anyone could exchange 
the Christian religion for 
any other. “ The fault lies, of 
course, in us who profess

policy 
critics, 
or 
military 
advisors. 
My 
suggestion 
is 
that 
leaders of the church stick 
with the subject for which 
they are called: theology. 
Enough m aterial exists in 
that domain for a lifetime of 
study and service to God 
and man. This is evidenced 
by 
the 
lives 
of 
Luther, 
Calvin, Whitefield. Wesley, 
Owen. Edw ards, Spurgeon, 
and 
m a n y 
o th e rs. 
If 
p re a c h e rs 
(excuse 
me, 
m inisters and Reverends» 
s te a d ily 
t a u g h t 
t h e i r 
congregations the nature of 
God and the nature of man 
an d 
th e 
f u n d a m e n t a l 
Christian 
Doctrines, 
they 
would find little tim e for 
com m ent on abortion, sex 
education, the pill. “ H air," 
Hugh 
Heffner, Cambodia, 
air pollution, the Chicago 
sev e n , 
or 
the 
“ Di r t y 
Dozen." Paul instructed his 
understudy, 
Timothy, 
to 
give attendance to 
Bible 
study, 
exhortation, 
and 
doctrine; “ to m editate upon 
these things: give thyself 
wholly to them. " (I Timothy 
4:13-15 »indeed Paul instructs 
this 
young 
minister 
to 
"study 
to 
show 
thyself 
approved unto God 
. 
. 
rightly dividing the word of 
truth." Thus the successful 
c l e r g y m a n 
e m p l o y s 
theology as his subject and 
the Bible as his script. It 


m inisters were theologians 
in the Biblical sense, they 
would find little need for 
edi t ori al 
a d v iso rs 
and 
research assistants to keep 
them abreast of social and 
political issues. Man has a 
far greater need than clean 
e n v i r o n m e n t , 
s t a b l e 
currency, equal rights, and 
legal abortion. 
Man needs 
to be reconciled with his 
just and whole Creator. And 
God uses the “ foolishness of 
preaching“ 
(I Corinthians 
1:21» to achieve this end. 
The 
occupation 
of 
the 
minister, then, is to fulfill 
this need of man first! 


M inisters who stick with 
the theological “ stu ff (1) 
avoid making statem ents on 
popular subjects that bring 
later em barrassm ent (2» do 
not need expensive editorial 
advice (financed by your 
tithe and mine» for such 
statem ents, and (3» need 
never 
fear 
that 
their 
doctrinal 
statem ents 
be 
exposed to public ridicule by 
editorial wolves of the news 
media, national magazines, 
and 
l i beral 
c h u rc h e s ; 
because Biblical theology is 
one subject on which these 
a g e n t s 
a r e 
w i l l f u l l y 
indifferent 
and 
wholly 
ignorant. And think of the 
advantage of my proposal. 
Mr. 
Kinsolving: 
the 
$16 
million - a - year Billy 
G r a h a m 
E v a n g e l i s t i c 
Association could continue 
spreading 
the 
Gospel 
to 
every 
c re a tu re 
without 
sacritificing 
any 
of 
this 
donated money for salaries 
of 
e d i t o r i a l 
r e s e a r c h 
assistants to prevent Dr. 
G r a h a m 
f r om 
ma k i n g 
statem ents he was never 
called to make.

Timberlake. and Mr. and 
Mrs. J. D. McNeely of First 
Southern Baptist Church of 
Lompoc were among them 
The meeting was the five- 
year convention of Baptists 
from all over the world. 
They number 33 million. 
The meeting place was the 
Budokan or meeting hall on 
the 
E m p o r e r s 
P a la c e 
grounds in Tokyo. The hall 
was 
built 
for 
the 
1964 
Olympics and seats 12.000. 
The Governor of Tokyo 
addressed the meeting and 
spoke of cooperation and 
respect between nations. He 
was cheered by delegates in 
native 
dress 
from 
such 
diverse 
nations as Italy, 
South 
Africa, 
Tanzania, 
L i b e r i a , 
L e b a n o n , 
Ar gent i na, 
P h ilip p in es, 
Australia, and India. The 
roll call of nations saw 76 
national flags and delegates 
in native dress walk across 
the stage to the applause of 
the assembly. Delegations 
f r om 
R u ssia , 
P o la n d , 
Japan, 
and 
South 
Africa 
drew the greatest applause. 
The Russians were cheered 
as representing a million 
Baptists who comprise the 
l a r g e s t 
n o n - R u s s i a n 
Orthodox Catholic Christian 
group in that Communist 
nation. 
The 
Polish 
were 
cheered through sympathy 
for 
their 
fight 
against 
repression. Japanese were 
cheered 
for 
their 
outstanding job in hosting 
the meeting. South Africa 
was cheered as a black and 
white 
delegate 
m arched 
arm in arm behind the flag 
of the Republic of South 
Africa. 
Czechoslovakia delegates 
did not arrive in time for the

chance that he’s a profes­ 
sional man. 
It’s 44.2 per cent probable 
that he has a college degree 
(and 4.9 per cent that he has 
his doctorate). 
It’s 57.2 per cent a prob­ 
ability that his age is some­ 
where between 21 and 40. 
But there’s a 23 per cent 
probability that he’s older, 
41 to 60 years. 
Average age—33.2 years. 
Average income—$13,000. 
Own homes—57.6 per cent. 
The above percentages are 
among the rather surprising 
findings in a study of Amer­ 
ica’s m o d e l railroaders. 
These are the people who 
have a hobby of collecting 
and operating tiny trains. 
There is estimated to be 
150,000 of them. 
Interest centers on five 
m a i n scales or sizes. HO 
proved the most popular— 
76.7 per cent. 
On the average, each hob­ 
byist spends 10 hours a week 
pursuing his interest. A por­ 
tion over half of them have 
their own track layouts on 
which they work. 
Model railroading offers a 
wide range of satisfactions,, 
the survey found. For 21.9 
per cent, operating trains 
gave the biggest kick. Next 
came car construction, 
19 
per cent. Next, locomotive 
construction, 12.9 per cent. 
Building the l a y o u t and 
scenery came close behind. 
The magazine Model Rail­ 
roading has just reported on 
this survey it made. A for­ 
ward-looking publication, it 
is very aware of the increas­ 
ing leisure time and the need 
for avocations such as work­ 
ing with miniatures as a 
m e n t a l stabilizer in our 
present society. 
Model railroading is not 
“playing trains.” It is cre­ 
ative hand work similar to 
developing animated muse­ 
um dioramas. Each layout 
is a railway scene or situa­ 
tion. 
The survey turned up these 
additional interesting facts: 
• The age of steam grips 
the imaginations of m o s t 
modelers — y e a r s 1900 to 
1935.

A noticeable lack of quali­ 
fied reference material over 
the years has made it rather 
difficult to satisfactorily re­ 
search various 
species of 
military currency. But today 
that is no longer true. Krause 
Publications, Inc., has just 
announced the simultaneous 
release of two works on the 
subject of tokens and mili­ 
tary script. 
Both v o l u m e s represent 
first efforts in their respec­ 
tive areas of coverage, and 
are certain to be well-re­ 
ceived by anyone whose col­ 
lecting interests fall within 
their scope. Each has been 
prepared as a strictly limited 
edition with hard cover and 
each, according to special­ 
ists in both fields, is a must 
on their individual topics. 
The 
first — “ M i l i t a r y 
Tokens of the United States, 
1%6-1969”—has 
b e e n 
au­ 
thored by Jam es J. Curto, a 
widely recognized authority 
in the military token field. 
It represents the culmination 
ot more than three decades 
of research and collecting 
military-related tokens. 
Curto is the author of a 
number of standard works in 
this area, including "Indian 
and Post Trader Tokens,” 
“Our Frontier Coinage” and 
"Post 
Exchange. 
Canteen 
and Other Military Tokens.” 
All of which are published 
in the American Numismatic 
Association’s "The Numis­ 
matists.” 
This work catalogues all 
known military tokens issued 
from 1866 to 1969 by areas of 
basic classification, such as 
arsenals, barracks, camps, 
forts, 
etc., 
including 
the 
latest Vietnam issues. The 
text is enhanced through the 
presentation of more than 
1,200 large, high-quality pho­ 
tographs of listed tokens. 
Each listing is supported by 
a 
full 
description 
of 
the 
piece. 
The second book—"World 
War II Prisoner of War Scrip 
of the United States”—is au­ 
thored by Albert I. Donn, 
who put uncounted hours into 
researching every available 
record in compiling camp 
listings and various ticket 
issues. This elusive form of 
money was issued in accord­ 
ance with the Geneva Treaty 
Agreement that required all 


captors to provide their pri­ 
soners with monetary needs 
for health and comfort. 
Donn’s catalogue presen­ 
tation is divided according 
to the types of camps of 
issue: internment, prisoner 
of war and Italian service 
units. The scrip ticket list­ 
ings are arranged by state 
of 
issue 
since 
practically 
all states had their individ­ 
ual issues, and with full de­ 
scriptions 
of 
each. 
More 
than 100 various types are 
graphically illustrated. 
Both books are essential 
reading references for read­ 
ers who have written to in­ 
quire about certain pieces of 
emergency or military cur­ 
rency. I highly recommend 
e’ther Mr. Curto’s work on 
tokens or Mr. Donn’s work 
on scrip for the formal edu­ 
cation of the inexperienced 
or professional collector. It 
will be a long time before 
two such reliable references 
are again offered to the pub­ 
lic. 
The Curto volume is a 304- 
page, 6 x 9-inch, hard-bound 
book and is priced at $12.50.

NEW YORK (NEA) 
If you know anyone in Los Angeles, it might be a thought­ 
ful gesture to drop him a goodby note. He is going away, 
you know. Any day now. Flop. Just like that. 
This prediction is not new, of course. Seismologists have 
been saying it for years: An earthquake is going to rip 
California off the map and drown it in the Pacific. Now it 
comes on new authority. The Apostles—not necessarily all 
12 of them—have predicted it and I certainly am not about 
to refute anything the Apostles say. 
The Apostles, you may not know, are the Beatles—or 
were the Beatles, before they broke up. Anyway, astrologer 
Linda Goodman, author of the best-seller, “ Sun Signs,” 
claims the Beatles are/w ere reincarnations of the disciples 
(John, Paul . . . Kingo?) and that it looks bad for Los 
Angeles. 
“ Pm convinced that Paul McCartney and the Beatles are 
descendants of the Apostles and got where they are (were) 
in order to deliver a m essage,” she said. P art of the 
message, unfortunately, for those of us who think Los 
Angeles deserves to live, are the lyrics to a Beatles’ song 
which read:

Linda Goodman is an articulate, level-headed young 
woman who calls her stars as she sees them.

.Angeles. But she admits it’s spooky. 
“ It blatantly predicts the earthquake.” she said. “ I’m 
surprised most people haven’t noticed.” 
Linda Goodman offers this information in good humor, 
smiling, rattling ice cubes in her glass. She does not say 
she’s kidding. For those citizens who might be offended by 
her proposed relationship between the Apostles and the 
English rock group, she begs to point out that the disciples 
“were not all angels. After all, Peter went around cutting 
off people’s ears.” 
.Astrology, she says, has its roots as deep in religion as it 
does in mathematics, philosophy, geology and, certainly, 
space. Many astrologers, in fact, are convinced that Jesus 
Christ—like Hipi)ocrates—spent his formative years with 
the Essenes, an ascetic Jewish sect in Palestine, studying 
astrology. 
“ Just listen to the m essage,” she says. “ It’s there.”

They can easily haul camp­ 
ing equipment for safaris of 
several days.
